Minichiello 
Indicted by 
U.S. Jury 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 CAP).— A 
Brooklyn federal grand jury hand- 
ed up a three-count indictment to- 
day against Raf faelle Minichiello, 
who hijacked a TWA airliner to 
Rome last week, and requested 
that Italian officials extradite him 
to face the charges.. 

The indictment charged Mini- 
chiello with kidnapping, air piracy 
and. assault. If convicted, he could 
face the death penalty on tbe air- 
piracy charge and up to- life im- 
prisonment on -the other two 
counts. 

UjS. District Court Judge John 
R. Bartels signed an arrest war- 
rant on the basis of the indict- 
ment, 

Minichie llo forced a Trans World 
Airlines Boelng-707 to fly from 
California to- Italy one week ago 

today. 

The extended trip, the longest 
in air-hijacking history, was made 
with stops in Denver, New York, 
Bangor, Maine, Shannon and final- 
ly Rome, where Minichiello was 
captured. It was the Marine cor- 
poral's 20th birthday. 

He said he- had -token the plane 
to escape a court-martial on 
charges involving a $200 theft 
from an armed fore® post ex- 
change. 

[In Rome; prosecutor -Massimo 
Caril in charge of the Minichiello 
case, said, “It is my firin conviction 
f.hai. extradition will likely be re- 
fused.

GOP in House Weighs 
Douglas Impeachment 

WASHINGTON. Nor. 7 (AP.i. — A number of Republican mem- 
bers of the House are considering impeachment proceedings against 
Justice William O. Douglas, Rep. Gerald R. Ford, R., Mich, said 
today. 

Mr. Ford, party leader in the House, said no decision has yet 
been reached whether to offer an impeachment resolution. 

“It would be premature.'' he said, replying to questions relayed 
through his office. “At this stage it is a preliminary staff opera- 
tion ... we are reviewing all 
the facts in the case.’’ 

A spokesman for Justice 
Douglas said he would, have no 
comment. 

Mr Ford said that, as far as 
he is concerned, the decision 
should not depend oh whether 
tbe Senate confirms or rejects 
President Nixon's nomination 
of Judge Clement F. Hayns- 
worth to the Supreme Court. 

But he added that if Judge 
Haynsworth is rejected on ethi- 
cal standards, “then the same 
stondars should be applied to 
all- members of the Supreme 
Court." 

Justice Douglas has been un- 
der fire because of his service, 
which he ended this year, as a 
salaried officer of the Parvin 
Foundation of Los Angeles, 
Justice William O. Douglas which received some funds from 

gambling interests. 

Mr. Ford said recent additional disclosures about the foun- 
dation and associated businesses inspired the new Republican 
effort. “Recent revelations are what touched it off,” he said. 
“It is a research operation related to these new revelations.” 

He said it is inaccurate to describe him as tbe prime mover, 
but that a number of Republican members whom he described as 
serious and responsible, but whom he declined to name, had con- 
sulted him about the effort and that he is keeping in touch with 
them. 

One Republican congressman who h»s been a consistent critic 
of Justice Douglas said, however, it awm to him the issue is “If 
Haynsworth is not confirmed, well go after Douglas."

The Metaphysics of a Bauhaus Master 


By Hilton Kramer 

■jmTSW YORK, Nov. 7 <NYT1.— 
’ Oskar Schlemmer, who died 
in IMS at the age of 54, Is prob- 
ably tho least known of .he "mas- 
ters" who dominated the Bau- 
haus In Its most creative period. 

The reasons for bis relative 
obscurity— relative, that Is, to 
the great fame and Influence 
of Klee and Kandinsky and 
even to the somewhat lesser 
fame that come to Pelninger 
and Albers— are no doubt many 
and varied, but chief among 
them, certainly, la the very spe- 
cial visual obsession that ab- 
sorbed Schlemmer 'a Imagination. 

Almost alone among the lead- 
ing artists of the Bauhaus group, 
Schlemmer was haunted by a 
particular notion of what tho 
Ideal representation of the figure 
should be. Conceptions of the 
figure— In painting or sculpture 
or other media— were not (shall 
we say?) the principal interest 
of Bauhaus aesthetics, and 
Schlemmer has therefore al- 
ways seemed, even to those few 
who have been more or less 
aware of his accomplishment, a 
somewhat marginal figure. 

i am not sure that tho largo 
exhibition which has now been 
organized by Spender A. Samuels 
Ss Co. here is going to alter 
S chlemm er^ status in this coun- 
try to any great degree, There 
ore same remarkable works of 
art in this exhibition, which 
numbers over 100 separate Items, 
yet the show as a whole Is any- 
thing but definitive. The real 
problem, in this case, lies beyond 
the fragmentary nature of the 
present exhibition; it lies in the 
peculiar nature of Sohlemmerto 
own imagination. 

Cubist Influence 
Among his immediate contem- 
poraries, Schlemmer was closest 
perhaps to Fednlnger. Both

men were profoundly influenced 
by Cubism, and their entire 
mature oeuvres derive from a 
very personal development of 
Cubist pictorial syntax. Like 
Peinlnger. too, Schlemmer favor- 
ed a kind of crystalline Ught— 
earth-bound in Its origins, but 
essentially a medium of meta- 
physical yearning. 

What separated Schlemmer 
even from Fetalnger. however, 
was this obsessive Interest In 
the human figure as the central 
motif and symbol of bis art — 
Indeed, as the central motif and 
symbol of reality Itself, 

Now what is very special about 
Schlemmefa Interest in the fig- 
ure Is the radical degree to 
which this interest is removed 
from any of the traditional 
humanist concerns. Schlemmer 
wished to convert the figure 
into an dement~-tbe most im- 
portant element— of a trans- 
cendent geometrical vision. 

For such a vision, the human 
body was no longer the Im- 
perfect psychological resident of 
the normal workaday world; it 
was a sublime mechanism func- 
tioning aeeordizjg to the meta- 
physical laws of an ideal geo- 
metry. In o very specific way, 
Schlemmer dehumanized the 
figure In the interests of a 
higher philosophical credo, 
Whether one can any longer 
take Schlemmer *8 philosophical 
ideas very seriously remains, Z 
suppose, a matter of intellectual 
taste. Like many another Bau- 
haus master, he seems to have 
carried Into the classroom and 
into his own creative work some 


eccentric and rather exhausted 
remnants of German Idealist 
philosophy. 

Thus, when Schlemmer refers 
to "mao, M as ho repeatedly does 
In both his theoretical reflections 
and In his pointings, drawings, 
sculptures and designs, he te 
referring to on abstract Idea 
from which the accidents of 
experience, history and person- 
ality have been stripped bare. 

The reel interest of the cur- 
rant exhibition, with Its many 
small works and sketches. Is In 
the way it traces the effect of 
this deeply felt philosophical 
position on the development of 
Schlemmer’s visual ideas. The 
intellectual atmosphere of the 
Bauhaus certainly encouraged 
the tendency toward abstrac- 
tions, yet we can see that 
Schlemmer worked out his 
visual logic designed In a very 


personal and painstaking man- 
ner. 

Sometimes the results were 
romantic, lyrical, and even fan- 
tastic in a way that his theo- 
retical alms hove literally noth- 
ing to do with, 

fioblommcrts painting suggests 
something almost classical tn 
its dista n ce from the em otions 
of tho workaday world. Indeed, 
there Is something almost neo- 
classical about the way Schiem- 
mer conceives of his impersonal 
figures In relation to their 
architectural settings. 

And yet, Hke so many products 
of the German Imagination 
yearning for Clsflfllnal solutions, 
these pictures carry a strong 
suggestion of romantic associ- 
ation. And I believe there is, 
at the heart of all Ecblemsier's 
art, a w etaphyg l oal romance he 
was not altogether conscious of 
serving. Be was always seeking 
refuge from that side of his 

sensibility in form 

and abstract construction. 

We need a more comprehen- 
sive account of Sohiommor’s de- 
velopment than the current ex- 
hibition affords if we are to 
grasp the full range of bis 
acco m plishment. But at least 
this exhibition serves to remind 
us of what that need is.

Sale Teaches Lesson: 
Archaeology Seldom Pays

Finally, he worked on the 
bronze to give it the finishing 
touches. He has stuck to this 
method ever since.

Owing no doubt to Pierre 
Matisse's handling of his fur- 
niture In New York, Diego has 
probably sold more to Amer- 
icans than to other nationalities.

Europe and his furniture may 
be seen only in his private 
workshop.) This reminds one of 
a precedent: About half of Al- 
berto’s- works in the current 
exhibition belong on the other 
ride of the Atlantic.

r ONDON, Nov. 7.— An im- 
^ portant miniature by Hans 
Holbein the Younger will be 
auctioned by Sotheby's on Mon- 
day. The miniature, recently 
discovered in an American col- 
lection by Sotheby's experts, Is 
extremely rare, being one of 
only 13 definitely attributed to 
the artist. Holbein was un- 
doubtedly one of the greatest 
portrait painters that the North 
ever produced and the ap- 
pearance of any work of his in 
the salesroom immediately 
creates international Interest. 

The miniature is of a woman 
with light brown hair, wearing 
a white French hood, edged in 
pink and gold, and a pink dress, 
decorated with pearls. The 
head-and-shoulders-portr&it Is 
painted against a dark blue 
background in watercolor. Al- 
though the flesh tints are faded, 
the beauty of the outline and 
modeling is still apparent. The 
exact identity of the sitter is 
unknown, but she may have 
been the wife or daughter of 
one of Holbein's scholarly or 
merchant friends, or a member 
of one of the lesser families 
attached to the English court. 

Experts believe that the style 
of the. dress would indicate that 
the miniature was painted to- 
ward the latter part of Holbein's 
second visit to England <1532- 
1543 >, during which time he was 
employed as portrai t pa inter 
and limner by Henry VHT.

Some interesting salesroom 
prices last week indicate the 
continued buoyancy of the Lon- 
don market.

Sotheby's book sale a week ago. 
The book was in a mag n ificent 
binding by Cobden-Sanderson, 
one of the greatest English 
binders, and the price was paid 
for the binding, rather than for 
the book itself. The binding, 


T’ang pottery is presently 
selling at very high prices. A 
horse, 30 1/2 Inches high, went 
to Bluett for 3,200 guineas 
($8,250) at the Christie's sale. 
At Sotheby's sale the next day. 
Sparks, the London dealers, paid 
the highest price ever offered 
at auction for pottery: £16,000 
($38,400) for a Tang horse. The 
previous world record was 
£13433 ($20,000) paid last sum- 
mer In New York, also for a 
Tang horse. 

Other highs at Sotheby's sale 
were £6,000 ($14,400) for a rare 
T'ang blue-glazed ewer, £7,600 
($18,240) for an archaic bronze 
ritual wine vessel (11th to 10th 
centuries B.C.) and the sur- 
prisingly large sum of £3,400 
($8,160) for a pair of 19th- 
century ponies, 10 inches high, 
modeled to give a curiously 
amusing effect— almost a cari- 
cature. The sale totaled £119,303 
{$280,330).

The Home Foreign Affairs Committee's 
approval Thursday of President Nixon’s 
efforts "to negotiate a just peace in Viet- 
nam” implies an endorsement of his policies 
hardly Justified by the president's address 
to the nation earlier this week. Mr. Nixon's 
long-heralded “plan for peace" has emerged. 
In fact, as a familiar program that contains 
nothing new and is founded on old premises 
and policies that have mired the United 
States in a debilitating conflict of Indeter- 
minate duration in Southeast Asia. 

Many Americans, Including even some of 
the strongest former supporters of the war, 
long ago concluded that Vietnam Is not so 
vital to United States Interests as they once 
thought it was and therefore is not worth 
the terrible price In American and Vietna- 
mese lives and resources the war Is exacting. 
This tardy public awakening would be a 
powerful argument In support of a presi- 
dent determined to unite the nation for a 
compromise peace. 

Mr. Nixon instead has chosen to resurrect, 
by implication, the old concept of a Commu- 
nist monolith poised to conquer the world, 
which does not conform to the political 
reality of the present day. He has revived 
and expanded the thesis of former Secretary 
Rusk that a row of tottering dominoes 
stretching from Bangkok to Berlin to Buenos 
Aires has only the American-backed regime 
in Saigon standing In the way of worldwide 
disaster. If the president really believes his 
own rhetoric, how could he possibly settle 
for less than the "victory" in South Vietnam 
that even Lyndon Johnson finally despaired 
of winning?

To the dismay of col- 
lectors, critics and dealers, the average Investor may soon be 
able to buy shares in art as easily as he buys corporate stocks. 

At least three public art investment funds are being formed 
here, and there are reports of others. In Paris, a French- 
Du tch - Belgian fund is developing, also hoping for American 
backing, and plans to buy American works of art as part of 
its Inventory. In addition, several art gallery f.hftinn have gone 
or are going public. 

SEC In the Wings 

AH of the American lands await approval by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, and only one has acquired any of 
the art Inventory In which it proposes to sell shares. Two 
whose prospectuses are available for inspection axe Art Fund 
and Soverelgn-American Arts Corp., which hope to sell 
respectively I million shares at $6 and 200,000 shares at $6. A 
third fund, as yet untitled, Is said to be g*wiw c tor a $25 million 
public subscription. 

The funds plan to buy selected works of art and hold on 
to them for capital gains. 

There are already a number of private art Investment 
syndicates in this country. But these Involve s*»»*n groups of 
investors pooling money on a more or less Informal *«■-**■: to 
buy works of art. One example Is the John Adams Fund, 
Inc., a New York group that buys only blue-chip Impressionist 
and Post-Impressionist works. It does not sell public shares. 

In the case of the Art Fund, the plan is to assemble a 


collection “of museum quality and stature" and keep It In 
supervised storage, making items and groups of items available 
for loan to institutions. Sovereign- American also holds Its art 
in storage, and may let stockholders hang some of it in their 
homes.

The first of the funds to get under way is Soverelgn- 
American, hatched a yetr-and-a-half ago in London by a-group 
of British and American Investors. Its prime movers are 
Nicholas Guppy, a London-based botanist, writer and exhibition 
organizer, who holds 95,000 shares, two American*— 

Richmond LUse -Cannon, a New York Investor, and Nichols 
Kirkhridge, until recently director of a firm of newspaper 
representatives. Each, holds 5,000 shares. Another overseas 
principal is Lord UliCk Browne, an Irish peer, who owns 5,000 
shares. 

Sovereign- American, which buys "world art" over the last 
two centuries, has as Its chief art advisers Sir John 
Rothenstein, ex-director of London’s Tate Gallery, and Robert 
Beverly Hale, formerly curator of American pair ttiwgq and 
sculpture at the Metropolitan Museum. Each holds 1,000 shares 
of the fund. 

The fund's prospectus lists over 70 works of art that it has 
acquired to date. The range is from Corot, Colder, Kandinsky, 
Giacometti and. Moore to relative unknowns such as Nasser 
Assar, of whose work the fund owns two examples.

A Victorian novel wuitca ^ 
1969 and informed by all 
the wry knowledge of 1969 — 
what an audacious undertaking, 
what a risk! And. in John 
Fowles ’s dazzling “The French 
Lieutenant's Woman,'* wh3t a 
surprising success! 

Fowles has improved with 
each novel, amazingly. The or- 
dinary development of a novel- 
ist from book to book is one 
thing, but Fowles seems to leap 
forward as if leaping into newer, 
freer, more brilliant lives, be- 
coming a much more interesting 
and alarming novelist with each 
book. "The Collector" seemed to 
me a most entertaining diver- 
sion, but gravely over-simpli- 
fied; "The Magus" became con- 
fused In Its cunning, its desire 
to confuse the reader, to make 
a pronouncement about the 
fluid complexities of reality. But 
it was an unexpected work to 
have come from the author of 
“The Collector." 

Now “The French Lieuten- 
ant’s Woman": a real Victo- 
rian work, or let us say, very 
nearly a real Victorian work, 
massively moving, ponderous, 
thoughtful, “philosophical. " the 
melodrama of its central plot 
weaving itself in. and out of the 
larger Victorian atmosphere 
that seems Fowles's truer con- 
cern. Fowles’s novel is supreme- 
ly his own. If he has "stolen" 
anything from anyone else, it is 
from, a work he recommends, 
E. Roys ton Pike's “Human Docu- 
ments of the Victorian Golden 
Age." 

The French Lieutenant's 
Woman or “Whore," or "Trag- 
edy," is a mysterious young 
woman named Sarah Woodruff. 
She is the very embodiment of 
the unfathomable female: dress- 
ed In black, perpetually mourn- 
ing. or seeming to mourn, her 
unfaithful French lieutenant. 
Her history is brief and sordid. 
She Is entirely alone In the 
world, her father having died 
in a mental institution; because 
of her having “compromised" 
herself with a man she is no 
longer able to get work as a 
governess; she Is at the mercy 
of a tyrannical, righteous Chris- 
tian woman of wealth, who has 
taken her in. for the purpose of 
appearing charitable. It is aH 
familiar, delightfully familiar 
Though Fowles speaks frankly 
of Sarah as his protagonist, the 
novel's main character is a man 
named Charles. He is thirty-two 
years old, a gentleman who ex- 
pects to inherit a title and con- 
siderable wealth, and who is 
engaged to. and presumably in 
love with. a. pretty, “modem'* 
Victorian girl named Emestina. 
Emestfna is pert . and . aggres- 
sive, a helpless member of the 
self-despising middle class, de- 
scribed in Fowles's typically 
dizzying manner as fated to 
outlive all her generation. “She 
was bom in 1846. And she died 
on the day that Hitler invaded 
Poland." Her sophisticated fi- 
ance, Charles, becomes increas- 
ingly Involved with the unhappy 
Sarah, Emesttna’s dark coun- 
terpart— and all this is famil- 
iar also, the intelligent, rather 
repressed young .man of sensi- 
bility who must choose between 
the blond, daylight, civilized 
female t he dark, d an gerous.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP).— 'Tve 
never seen anyone like him. He's 
the best I’ve seen." The speaker 
was Missouri coach Dan Devine 
and the subject was Steve Owens, 
Oklahoma's slashing tailback. 

And, there's a reason why the 
coach of the No. 9-ranked Tigers 
was cringing a little when be 
spoke of the Sooners' 6-foot-2, 215- 
pottnd one-man battering ram. 

Missouri has to stop Owens- 
some thing that no other team has 
managed this year— and the No. £0 
Sooners at Columbia tomorrow to 
remain In serious contention for 
the Big .Eight championship and a 
trip to the Orange Bowl. 

The Tigers are tied with sur- 
prising Kansas State and Nebraska, 
all with 8-1 marks, for first place 
while Oklahoma Is only a half- 
game off the pace at 2-1. 

"I would hope we could stop 
Owens," said Devise. “Kansas 
State did a few times.’' 

But the odds are against It. 
Owens, who ripped Missouri for 
176 yards in a 28-14 victory last 
year, warmed. up. tor this week’s 
game by carrying (he ball 53 times, 
one shy of the major college record, 
far a league-record 248 yards and 
four touchdowns in a 87-14 coast 
past Iowa State last week. 

He already has gained 881 yards 
and scored 17 touchdowns in six 
games, and he needs Just 164 yards 
to break the college career mark 
of 3.388 set in 1968 by West Texas 
State’s Mercury Morris. 

And, the Tigers aren’t blessed 
with, an abundance of talent to stop 
him. Missouri's defense was far 
from adequate in a 41-38 squeaker 
over Kansas State last week, yield- 
ing a whopping 394 yards to passer 
Lynn Dickey. 

Kansas State and Nebraska 
shouldn't have much trouble hold- 
ing on to their share of first. The 
Wildcats, 5-2 overall, travel to 
Oklahoma State, 1-2 and 3-3, while 
Nebraska, 5-3 overall, plays host 
to Iowa State, 1*3 and S-4. 

Jh other games, it’s Baylor at 
No. 2 Texas, South Carolina at 
No. 3 Tennessee, No. 4 Arkansas at 
Rice, Washington State at No. 6 
Southern California, and No. 8 
Notre Dame at Pittsburgh. 

Games matching teams in the 
second ten are Michigan State at 
No. 10 Purdue, Mlssisslpppi State 
at No. 11 Auburn, Alabama at No. 
12 Louisiana State at night. No. 16 
Georgia vs. No. 13 Florida at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., No. 14 Stanford at 
Washington, Chattanooga at No, 17 
Mississippi, No. 18 Michigan at 
Illinois and Utah Btata at No. 19 
Air Force. 

Texas and Arkansas, each 6-0, 
face little threat to their co-lead- 
ership in the Southwest Conference. 
The RMorfeacks, who have rolled 


up 226 points while yielding only 
40, toco a team that has managed 
only one victory in six games, while 
Texas' crunching running backs 
should pulverize winless Baylor. 

Southern California, unbeaten In 
six games and leading the Pacific-, 
8 with a 3-0 mark, is an over- 
whelming favorite against Washing- 
ton State, 1-6, as is Notre Dame, 
5-1-1, against Pittsburgh, 3-4. 

Ohio State is expected to breeze 
past Wisconsin in ringing up its 
21st straight victory and holding 
on to the Big Ten lead. 

But, the three i»mm tied for the 
runner-up spot with 3-1 marks— 
Indiana, Michigan and Purdue — 
aU face potential toughles In their 
bids for the Ron Bowl trip. 

Purdue and sensational Mike 
Phipps can handle the Spartans, 
but they could be In trouble if they 
are looking ahead to next week's 
big battle with Ohio State, 


Michigan is rated a three -touch- 
down favorite over Illinois, loser of 
all seven starts, but the long rivalry 
has been spiced with several big 
upsets. Indiana also shouldn't have 
much trouble with Iowa, 1-3, but 
the Hawkeyes have been a stum- 
bling block for the Hbosiers In 
the past. 

Since Tennessee, 3-0, is idle, the 
big activity in the Southeastern 
Conference will be the fight for 
the second place spot. Florida, 2-1, 
knocked from the unbeaten ranks 
last week by Auburn, will try to 
get back on the right track against 
a Georgia team that humiliated the 
Gators 51-0 last season. 

The co-runner-up, Louisiana 
State, also knocked from the un- 
beaten ranks last Saturday by Mis- 
sissippi, will try to turn around 
against Alabama, 2-3, tied with 
Auburn, Georgia and Mississippi for 
fourth in the torrid race. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 7 (AP).— The 
Atlanta Hawks nipped the Bulls 
124-122 to a National Basketbal 
Association game in Chicago last 
night but most of the action came 
after the game. 

A wild flurry of arguments erupt- 
ed over whether the game-ending 
buzzer had sounded and Pat Wil- 
liams, general manager of the 
Bulls, he will file an official 
protest with NBA Commissioner 
Walter Kennedy. 

; Lou Hudson of Atlanta tied the 
score 122-all in the last 15 seconds 
and then his two free throws on 
a foul called against Chet Walker 
to make the score 124-122. 

With five seconds left. Chicago 
took the ball out of bounds and 
Clem Haskins fired a shot at the 
basket Tom BoerwlnJde leaped 
Into the air and tapped the ball 
through the hoop with the clock 
showing one second to play. 

Referee Bob Rakel ruled the 
basket didn't count because of the 
league rule stating no player other 
than the shooter can touch the 
ball If the final buzzer has sounded 
when the shot was made. - 

Rakel said he heard the final 
buzzer when Haskins let go, Jack, 
Madden, the other official, sold he 
didn't. Timekeeper James Seery 
said he told the referees the buz- 1 
zer had not sounded and there 
was one second remaining and 
added he would repeat his conten- 
tion to Kennedy if he's asked. . 

Hudson flicked in 21 points, 12 
of them to the final quarter to 
help the Hawks, the Western Divi- 
sion leaders, overcome a IT -point 
deficit. Bill Bridges, however, was 
the Hawks’ high scorer with 22. 
Walker topped the Bulls with 27. 

Warriors 130, Royals 169 

Jeff Mullins reeled off six straight 
field goals in the third quarter to 
help San Francisco dump Cincin- 
nati, 130-109. Mullins scored a 
game-high 26 points and Nate 
Thurmond followed with 25. Tom 
Van Arsdale led the Royals with 18. 
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Both French Horses Balk at Air Trip 
To Laurel for International Race 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 fUPH.— Cragwood Stable’s Hawaii was 
installed the 6-5 favorite today to win the $150,000 Washington 
D.C. International, which will be run Tuesday at Laurel Race 
Course. Czar Alexander, the Irish-bred Americas hopeful, was 
next choice at 8-5. 

Three horses In the probable ten-horse field were scratched 
from the race today—the two French horses. Goodly and Grandier, 
because of difficulties encountered when trying to board the horses 
on an airplane at Paris [Grandier went berserk and kicked his 
stall a pan and Goodly became very agitated] — and a U.S. entry. 
Nodouble, because of a fever. 

In the draw for post positions at Laurel, Hawaii drew the 
number five spot, which is quite incidental in the snail field of 
seven. Czar Alexander drew the number two spot 

Takeshiba-O, Japan's entry, drew the number one post posi- 
tion, while Hitchcock drew number three. England's Karabas, 
given a solid chance of upsetting the field, will be in the number 
four stall 

Sabinus from Brazil and Don Florestan from Venezuela drew 
numbers six and seven, respectively. The Laurel linemaker listed 
the other horses in this manner: Takeshiba-O. 20-1; Hitchcock.

Tm a Bit 
Of a Phony...’ 


P ARIS.— Movie stars are taking salary 
cuts «nr\ are, it is said, less sought- 
after than directors. "Directors now as 
bankable as stars," a recent headline In 
the Hollywood Reporter announced. 

'‘That is a dangerous way to talk about 
directors." said Peter Yates, ■'because 
the next people to get a salary cut will 
be directors.” 

Mr. Yates directed the enormously suc- 
cessful "Bullitt" with Steve McQueen, and 
“John a-nrf Mazy” with Dustin Hoffman 
and Mia Farrow, which will have' its 
world premiere in New York on Decem- 
ber ii While he thinks a director's 
picture is the most natural form of film- 
making. his own feeling is that the gen- 
eral public couldn't care less about 
directors. 

"And I think that's fine,” he says. 
“I was brought up in repertory where the 
director's name didn't even appear. The. 
enthusiasts will know the director, the 
general public will be entertained. 

"We had a nanny for the children who 
said the general public does know direc- 
tors. X said, 'Name one.’ 'Arthur Hitch- 
cock,' she said." 

Peter Yates is a cheery, red-cheeked 
Engli shman vfho is already known by 
the movie people who count. Along with 
John Schleslnger ("Midnight Cowboy") 
and John Boorman (“Duel in the Pa- 
cific"). he is generally cited as an 
example of the younger English director 
who not only survives but blossoms in 
Hollywood (French directors apparently 
wither the moment their airplanes touch 
down). 

Power of Success 


*T feel at home in America," Mr. Yates 
says, “although I don't know if It's be- 
cause I haven't worked anywhere else 
since making 'Bullitt 1 and, in making 
films, the power that success gives you 
is very Important” 

He had some language problems while 
making "Bullitt" In San Francisco, but 
he has never felt crushed by the Holly- 
wood machine. “Actually,” he says. “I’m 
a bit of a phony because while I’ve made 
two films that may be known as Holly- 
wood pictures, in fact one was a San

Francisco picture and the other was. a 
New York picture. 

"John and Mary" was filmed entirely 
in New York: in the ancient Biograph 
Studio, in Maxwell's Plum t a swinging 
single's spot), and in the streets. 

“We chose locations where people 
couldn't stop and gape without getting 
run oyer,” Mr. Yates said. 

“John and Mary" is a contemporary 
love story: the couple meet and go. to 
bed. then try to know each other. The 
script is by the English writer and 
Queen's Counsel John Mortimer, who is 
not an habituS of the New York singles 
scene. 

"It could have been ' made in Paris, 
Tokyo or London,” Mr. Yates said. In 
fact it was first set in London,, but the 
reason we didn't shoot it there was that 
people would say, oh, swinging London, 
again. The film isn't about the New 
York singles scene, I tried to keep that 
in the background. It's a love story, 
something about two people.” 

Dustin Hoffman, it is said, addressed 
Mr. Yates as “sir” during f ilming “If 
he did. I didn't hear it. He u>as respect- 
ful,” Mr. Yates said. “When eventually 
Dusty saw the film he said: T realize 
there's an awful lot of me on the screen. 
It's the first time I've ever seen it/ 

“Mia and Dustin play marvelously to- 
gether. This is the Him. there is very 
little story. As Quincy Jones, who's 
writing the score, said. That's not a film, 
it's a trip.' ' That's because of the lack 
of pressure and because those two really 
played together. It's a very intimate 
picture.” 

Bom into a military family in Aider- 
shot, England, Mr. Yates was an ama- 


teur racing driver and an actor, before 
becoming a third assistant director, a 
second assistant director, a first assistant 
director' and — finally!— a director. 

A farmer assistant of Tony Richardson 
on “The Entertainer" and "A Taste of 
Honey.” Mr. Yates got- a chance through 
Richardson to direct Albee’s “An Ameri- 
can Dream” and “The' Death of Bessie 
Smith” at London’s Royal Court Theatre. 
He directed two films before “Robbery.” 
a' realistic account of the Great Train 
Robbery, made Steve McQueen offer him 
“Bullitt" 

Solid Background 

Mr. Yates's solid background in pro- 
duction gives him a feet-on-the-ground 
approach to his work (“Part of the 
director's job is to be responsible for the . 
money Invested in him”}. He is also 
uncommonly good at creating a helpful 
ambiance for actors to work in. 

"Making a film,” be says, “depends as 
much on the atmosphere between shots 
as while filming. Actors are human, 
they need building into a thing, they 
need to absorb. Half the vitality of 
‘Bullitt' came from fighting to get shots. 
For ‘John and Mary,’ the 'Biograph 
Studio was perfect for intimacy. You 
didn't feel a massive presence r.hw»»ring 
you in every day at the studio gate.” 

Actors, he feels, are usually under- 
directed. "Actors love to get direction if 
the direction helps them, obviously. 
There is nothing worse for an actor than 
to play himself or do his usual thing 

“The only worse thing. ” Peter Yates 
said, "is over-direction, when directors 
are thinking about their image nnrf 
doing thdr usual thing.”
